mg of his religious course, they declined af¬ 
fording him any assistance in educating him¬ 
self for the ministry. He could not, how¬ 
ever, willingly relinquish the object upon 
which his heart was strongly set. Encour¬ 
aged by some Christian friends, after he ar¬ 
rived at the age of twenty-one, he commen¬

college. In 1812 he was drafted a soldier 
for the war, then existing between this 
try and Great Britain. 


After discussing the subject of the immor¬ 
tality of the soul and the necessity of the 
death of Christ, some account of the deceas¬ 
ed was given. 

Rev. David Starret was bom in Warren in 
this State, March 6, 1790. His early Chris¬ 
tian privileges were small. His parents, 
though moral and reputable persons, laid no 
claim to evangelical piety. Indeed, there 
were few in the place at that time, who did. 
The style of preaching there was not such 
as God ordinarily employs to promote that 
kind of religion. Experimental piety, as 
commencing in the heart, which previously 
to its being renewed by the Holy Spirit, was 
,totally destitute of love to God, was not 
deemed essential to a standing in the church, 
or to admission to heaven. Taught, how¬ 
ever, from his childhood to respect the min¬ 
istry, he entertained a profound veneration 
and warm attachment towards the pastor. 
He had no particular solicitude about his sal¬ 
vation till he Was about sixteen years of age. 
At this time, he read some of the sermons of 
President Davies, which awakened a consid¬ 
erable interest in his mind respecting his 
spiritual and eternal welfare. He began to 
feel that he needed to be the subject of such 
a change of heart, as he had not been a ecus - 
tomed to hear described in the family or the 
pulpit. His anxiety for his salvation contin¬ 
ued, with different degrees, for about two 
years. His convictions of the sinfulness of 
his heart and life were frequently very clear 
and pungent. He perceived himself to be 
entirely destitute of holiness and full of sin- 
The vileness of his character, as a transgres¬ 
sor of God’s law, made the divine justice, in 
his everlasting condemnation, appear most 
conspicuous. For about'two years, he con¬ 
tinued struggling to subdue the corrupt pro¬ 
pensities of his heart, much ih his own 
strength, and of course without success. Like 
most other unrenewed persons, “being ig¬ 
norant Of God’s righteousness, and going 
about to establish his own righteousness, he 
did not submit himself to the righteousness 
of God.” Having labored hard to recom¬ 
mend himself to God by his own works; he 
became fully sensible of his utter ruin ; and 
that, without the interposition of sovereign 
grace, he should be miserable forever. Of 
deliverance by such an interposition, he al¬ 
most entirely despaired for a season. Con¬ 
scious that he was rebelling against the holy 
Lord God, he was very wretched. But, at 
length, through the abounding kindness of 
1 God our Saviour, he was brought to submit. 

He gave himself up, as a lost sinner, to Christ 
-lesus. His feelings were greatly changed. 
The Saviour appeared lovely and suited to 
his necessities. He was now about eighteen 
years old. Few as his advantages had been 
to iearn the real nature of true conversion ; 
and to acquire a knowledge of evangelical 
doctrines, he was led to very discriminating 


But unwilling ., 
studies for such a hateful service, 
expressed it, he took his bundle and walked 
to Andover, Mass., and entered Phillip’s 
Academy. Subsequently to this, he passed 
nearly a year in Francistown, N. H. This 
was a highly favored period of his life. A 
powerful and extensive work of divine grace 
was wrought during his residence there. One 
interesting result of which was an accession 
to the church of one hundred and twelve per¬ 
sons at one time. After returning to Maine 
and pursuing his studies further at the Acad¬ 
emy at Newcastle, he was admitted a mem¬ 
ber of Bowdoin College in 1814. Not being 
as well fitted as most of his classmates, he 
felt constrained to apply himself intensely. 
For a considerable time, he daily devoted 
sixteen hours out of the twenty-four to his 
studies. To provide means to defray his ex¬ 
penses made it necessary for him to be absent 
from college more or less during term time. 
His Heavenly Father smiled upon his efforts. 
He had the peculiar satisfaction of being in¬ 
strumental of several revivals of religion. In 
every school he instructed, during his con 
nection with college, some of his pupils were 
hopefully converted. Quite a number of 
those, who were the subjects of renewing 
grace, became teachers themselves. Two 
interesting revivals of religion occurred in 
college during his residence there, in which 
he took an active part. Several of his class¬ 
mates were hopeful subjects of renewing 
grace during these times of refreshing;

The first Sabbath 
School established in Brunswick was princi¬ 
pally through his instrumentality.

After his gradua¬ 
tion in 1818, he studied Theology for a sea¬ 
son, and became a licentiate of the Kennebec 
Association, May 12, 1819, with the under¬ 
standing that he was to continue his theolog¬ 
ical studies still longer. This he did, preach¬ 
ing some in the destitute placesin the vicinity. 
September 26, 1824, he was ordained pastor 
of the church in Weld. A difficulty arose 
from what bo understood to be the duty of 
members of the church and the proper course 
of discipline, which resulted in his dismission

He felt and regretted his deficiency in lit¬ 
erary attainments, occasioned, in part, by bis 
being absent so much from Collage. Wheth¬ 
er that was compensated by the good he was 
instrumental in accomplishing, during those 
absences, will be better understood, when 
God shall bring every work into judgment.

casioned by a misapprehension of facts. He 
expected more from men professing Godli¬ 
ness than from men of the world. It has 
been alleged that he often had difficulties, as 
though he was of a contentious spirit. But he 
was not a quarrelsome man. For he has had 
no controversy with men out of the church. 
The true state of the case is this. His views 
of correct Christian practice and discipline 
were more strict than are generally entertain¬ 
ed. Hence he could not live quietly, wliile 
members of the church were openly violat¬ 
ing their covenant engagements. His efforts 
to bring delinquent members to what he con¬ 
sidered, and that correctly, to be the Scriptu¬ 
ral standard, occasioned dissatisfaction, which 
terminated in alienation. Whether he al¬ 
ways took the most judicious course in such 
cases, some would question. He laid no 
claim to infallibility of judgment No one 
was more sensible of bis deficiencies, or 
of liability to mistake. But there is satisfac¬ 
tory evidence that he aimed to act “inall 
good conscience.” 

After he left Weld, he labored in several 
places, particularly in Swanville and Harps- 
well. In the course of fourteen months; in 
the. latter place, besides preaching, he visited 
all the families on the main three times, and 
on three of the Islands belonging to that 
town, once. A considerable number were 
awakened. 

October X, 1828, he was installed over that | 
little, tried, but beloved branch of the church 
of our Redeemer, at Litchfield Corner. The 
members were then few and the state of re¬ 
ligious feeling was languid. The young peo¬ 
ple were very unmindful of their spiritual in¬ 
terests. His own mind became deeply af¬ 
fected in view of the existing state of things. 
At a meeting of the church, he was pressed 
in spirit, and told them that something must be 
done. Not long after, he preached a lecture 
from the words of the disciples to Christ, 

“ We have toiled all the night and have taken 
nothing.” At that meeting some four or five 
were awakened to attend in solemiijearnest 
to the concerns of their salvation. Not far 
from that time, God spake in a very affecting 
and impressive manner in the death of a 
young person. It was the commencement 
of a time of refreshing fr om the presence of 
the Lord. It was a precious season. Dur¬ 
ing two years, meetings for inquirers were 
held weekly. Some, who had thought that 
they had passed from death to life, but whom 
the Pastor beKeved, from their fruits to be 
deceiving themselves, were dealt with in a 
plain and faithful manner. They became 
convinced that they were still unredeemed; 
renounced their former hope, and were led 
to build on Christ, the only sure foundation. 
There were two periods during these two 
memorable years, in which the Pastor could 
say, he had no stated hearer over fourteen 
years of age, who did not hope in the Sa- 


vvith Christ. Blessed exchange. lie loved 
the truth, the discriminating truths, of God’s 
word. He loved the gracious and glorious 
Redeemer, as “ God over all blessed forever.” 
He loved the people aud the service of God. 
His love is now perfected. His wearisome 
nights are past, for there is no night there. 
His excruciating pains have ceased, for there 
is no more pain. His bosom has beared the 
last sigh. His eyes have shed the last tear, 
for God shall wipe away all tears from their 
eyes. His conflicts with temptation and sin 
are closed, for he has gained the victory. 
To the followers of Christ, the doctrine of 
immortality is full of comfort. To awake 
in the divine likeness must produce full sat¬ 
isfaction. What a zest to the holy, happy 
state of the redeemed, will the thought give* 
that the fulness of their joy will have neither 
abatement nor end 


THE INFLUENCE OF MUSIC. 


There is a strange, unaccountable, and 
dream-like beauty in music, which can sub¬ 
due the proudest spirit, and, gliding into the 
hush ol the heart, will nestle there, stilling 
its most tremulous throbbings, aud filling it 
with the calm, peaoeful memories of the far 
long ago.

It had been sung, too, by the 
cradle of an infant sister, a little one who had 
died young, and was now in heaven: the 
mother, too, was no more. 

But the song—the old song had not lost 
its influence over him yet. Back came troop¬ 
ing upon him the old memories which had 
so long slumbered down there in the uncon¬ 
sumed depths of his heart; the mother and 
the father; the household gatherings; the old 
books; the old school house; the time-worn 
church, half hidden by the old yew trees, 
where he had first heard the Bible read, all 
came back upon him as fresh as if it were 
but yesterday: and overpowered by his feel- 
ings, he gave vent to them in a flood of tears. 
And then the old man grew calm, and his 
latter days were his best days ; and when the 
term of his banishment had expired, he came 
back to his father’s land, and there in that ; 
old village graveyard, amid whose grassy hil¬ 
locks he had first played and gambolled, and 
where the mother and her little one were 
sleeping, he lay down his weary limbs, and 
sank peacefully away into a common grave.

Now this is not a mere common case of 
disobedience to a civil statute, but it was flat, 
downright, peaceable mutiny. It was n mar¬ 
tial law as well as civil, under wliich they 
were held at Saul’s supreme command, both 
as King and General; but, if in any particu¬ 
lar, Saul commanded what was unjust before 
God, their duty was to disobey it. Every 
oneofthcniwitliQincxceptioii, proving faith¬ 
ful to God, Saul could do nothing at all with 
them. He could not find a single individual 
to execute his unjust command; and this be¬ 
ing the case, seeing so calm, universal, and 
resolute a disobedience, ho dared not attempt 
to execute it himself. The people needed 
nothing in such a case, for victory of the 
right, but simple disobedience to the wrong. 
No violence was requisite, nor any appeal to I 
it. Their united will was enough to tnako 1 
the execution of the mandate of the tyrant 
impossible. It was a peaceful, triumphant 
victory of equity over unrighteous Law, by 
simple disobedience, by simply refusing to 
obey man when he required that which 
contrary to God. 

Now if this spirit everywhere prevailed, if 
it were well known that men would not obey 
unjust laws,and that men’s consciences could 
not be bought or corrupted, to be instru¬ 
ments in executing it, such a tiling as unjust 
law would cease out of existence. The moat 
tryraunical government would be shorn of 
its power; for even Nero could not have im¬ 
prisoned or beheaded the whole people of 
Rome, supposing they all to a man, disobey- 
unrighteous edict.

Joseph Mnzzini, the great Italian Triumvir, 
is also a Senator of the English republic of 
letters. For thirteen years prior to the rev- 
olution of 1848, lie resided in Chelsea, one 
of faubourgs of London, where ho main¬ 
tained hihiself aud earned a surplus lor his 
charities, with his pen. Some of the most 
splendetl articles in the Westminister and 
Electric Reviews have attributed to the “ Exile 
of Genoa,” whose writings imparted to the 
London People s Journal” a portion of that 
eminence which certainly pertained to it 
when William Howitt was one of its editors. 

Muzzini is the son of a Genoese physician. 
In Ins youth lie was studious and secluded 
m his habits, as all students are. He did not 
frequent the theatres, nor the cafes, nor join 
serenading parties, to keep young ladies a- 
wake during the night; nor was he fouud 
amongst the masquers nt the Carnival’nor 
at the feet of the priest in the confessional; 
and so the fathers of the church and of the 
fetnte, became alarmed for the stability of 
Genoese institutions, and they seized the 
student boy and cast him into prison. They 
tried him m a summary manner, and they 
convicted him of being “ a suspected dem¬ 
ocrat. At the dead of night the Shirri se¬ 
cretly dragged him from prisoD, from his 
father, lus mother, and from his native land, 
aud put him ou board of a ship, which bore 
him to perpetual exile. He reached France, 
and young and alone as he was, vowed be¬ 
fore God, to devote himself to the redemp¬ 
tion of Italian liberty. He published an 
Italian paper in France, which ho widely 
disseminated in his native land, despite oftlie 

Fretufo alhes. thC Papi “ 81068 ^ ° f ‘ heir 
Louis Philippe, tho chief of refugees, at 
last refused the soil of France to Mazzini as 
an asylum, when he retired to Switzerland, 
the land of mountains, of Melchthal, and of 
i e l, but from it too, Austrian influence ex¬ 
pelled him and he finally reached London. 

In London he aetively engaged in the for¬ 
mation of schools, for the education of die 
Italian-boy image venders, white mice, and 
and monkey exhibitors, besides the organ 
players, who in hundreds perambulated die 
streets of the great metropolis.

At the close of the term he returned to Ken¬ 
tucky with all of his wages and handed all over 
to his master declaring at the same time that he 
was sick of freedom, and the abolitionists. He 
wanted a home that he could depend upon in 
sickness and at all times, that the abolitionists 
were not to be trusted, &c. This of course 
threw him right into the confidence of his mas¬ 
ter, and he was received back as a faithful slave. 
Many of his master’s neighbors tried to make 
him sell him fearing that he had only come 
back to steal bis wife who belonged on a neigh¬ 
boring plantation. But his master refused to 
sell him on the ground of his being so honest. 

The man who owned his wife would not al¬ 
low him to visit her for fear he would Steal her 
off. But Mr. Moore pretended to care nothing 
about his wife, but would slip in and see her 
every night about midnight. Einally her mas¬ 
ter informed him that he might come and take 
his things off if he wanted them. So he went 
on Sunday and gathered up his bed, clothing, 
&c., and abused his wife like a dog so far as 
words could go, and said that he never wanted 
her to speak to him again. This conduct re¬ 
moved all jealousy from her master’s min d— 
and he would occasionally let her go out . Sun¬ 
days and nights without watching her. So she 
asked leave to go a visiting on Saturday night 
with the privilege of staying until Sunday even¬ 
ing which was granted, and her husband took 
her that night and never stopped short of Can-

THE HIGHER LAW. 

The Unitarian paper of Boston, (the Christian 
Register) had recently a long and powerful ar¬ 
ticle on the Black Law versus Higher Law con- 
t -oversy. This paper represents the highest class 
of minds among us, and it speaks in a tone of 
both digrnty and bravery befitting its position. 
It says : “ The first and most iatal position taken 
in this controversy is the virtually assumed, and 
sometimes the expressly declared denial, of any 
binding authority or rule of action Mgher than 
the law of the land. The ridicule that has been 
heaped on the very word “ conscience," and on 
what in derision has been called the “ higher 
law,” is to ns one of the saddest features in tMs 
whole matter. No attempt is made by our 
great public men to reason the matter out on 
etMcal grounds, or to reconcile the law to the 
moral and religious convictions of our citizens. 
Legal authorities are held up over us, and. by 
those who sit upon the bench, as all that need 
to be considered. But they who undertake to 
inform the public mind, and prepare the way for 
an unpopular law, instead of Bhowing how we 
may obey and enforce it without violating the 
most solemn principles which have been instill¬ 
ed into our minds from childhood, begin by scof¬ 
fing at the principles themselves, and. branding 
them as “prejudices” which we “must over¬ 
come.” Instead of- enlightening and directing 
tiiq conscience of the community, they attempt 
to override and break down the authority of 
conscience itself, either by ignoring its exist¬ 
ence, by ridiculing its claims, or by contemptu¬ 
ous assertions respecting its insufficiency and 
weakness,” 

TMs is well said and seasonable. Were we 
to judge from the current language on the sub¬ 
ject, we should suppose that the religious senti¬ 
ment and the very moral sense of the country 
were expiring. But, notwithstanding the ram¬ 
pant demagogueism of the hour and the virtual 
recreance of a portion of the pulpit and religious 
] ress, there is yet in the large soul of the people 
the inextinguishable power of conscience, and 
it will yet show itself. The immoral sophisms 
of the moment cannot last; time and reflection 
will explode them, and explode with them the 
wretched flunkeyism that now degrades even 
itself by supporting them.— Zion's Herald.

A NEW STATE EXPECTED. 


THE SEVENTEENTH OE JUNE. 


The glorious anniversary, so especially dear 
to our cause, wMch always stirs the hearts of 
all the friends of freedon in America, has one 
characteristic peculiarity, wMch though so ob¬ 
vious, we do not remember to have seen noted. 

The battle for freedom on Bunker Hill fought 
on a terrible hot day, in 1775, just 76 years since, 
was fought by a determined band of couniry- 
men,but half organized,—ill-provided with arms 
or ammunition of any kind, against the wealth 
and power, the trained and well-accoutred 
T.rdops—and the official influence of the Prov¬ 
ince of Massachusetts, which was then, as now, 
concentrated in Boston. But one young maU 
nf note JOSEPH WARREN, from Boston— 
braving the opinion of what were called the best 
classes of society, fought on Bunker Hill. 

How they fought we all know. “They 
femght like brave men long and well:” But— 
1 hey were conquered. From all the ground they 
b ad occupied in the morning, they were driven 
at the point of the bayonet by force, and with 
a slaughter wMch had previously only been 
equalled at thebattle of Fontenoy in 1845, the 
bloodiest battle of the time, where just about 
equal numbers of French and English troops 
had met in what was then called “gallant fight,” 
resulting in a list of killed and wounded nearly 
equal to that returned from Bunker Hill. 


A gentleman who is intimately connected with 
the affairs in California, and keeps himself in¬ 
formed of all the movements in that distant re¬ 
gion, tells us that a well planned and extensive 
expedition is about to go from California to So- 
nora, to help the people of the latter State in 
throwing off their connection with Mexico.— 
Many bands have, already set out for this pur¬ 
pose, and others are expected soon to join them. 
We have no knowledge, ourselves, that such .a 
scheme has been undertaken. 

Sonora lies on the eastern side of the Gulf of 
Mexico, between the 28th and 23d parallels of 
latitude, is nearly as large as Utah, or half the 
size of Texas, and abounds in mineral wealth, 
especially in mines of silver. It is bounded on 
the north by the Gila, and on the south by the 
Hiaqui, both of wMch rivers are navigable for 
some distance from the Gulf. The climate'is 
good, and the soil, we believe, though mountain¬ 
ous, exceedingly fertile. 

The people of Sonora have long cherished a 
most inveterate hatred of the Mexicans general¬ 
ly, have never had any attachment to the Union, 
and our informant says, would long since have 
dissolved their political connection with it, if 
they had possessed the power. “ No Irishman,” 
he says, “ can hate England more than the So¬ 
norans do Mexieo.” They are a mixed race of 
Indian and Spanish blood, ignorant and idle, but 
more humane and teachable than the Mexican 
races in general. Alone, they would not he able 
to accomplish their purposes of separation ; but, 
with the rumored assistance from California, 
our informant is clearly of opinion that they will 
succeed.

Into 
this five persons had gone after the flames had 
reached it, in order to save some valuable arti¬ 
cles. They closed all the iron window shutters 
and doors, so that no draft of air might enter. 
When they found the house getting too hot to 
stay longer, they attempted to get out, but, 
horrible to relate, the windows and doors had 
expanded so much with heat, that all their ef¬ 
forts were unable to-open them, and all within 
, perished in the flames. Their calcined bones 
could be seen on Monday, smouldering amid 
the ruins beneath. 

The Shipping. — The mass of shipping that 
crowd our harbor was in imminent danger of 
taking fire. Had one vessel caught, so close 
together are they all anchored, and so hopeless 
the idea of moving, the entire fleet would have 
in all probability been consumed. As it was, 
the captains and crews had to be constantly on 
the alert to preserve their vessels. Ship Susan 
Drew, Capt. Holbrook, took fire three times from 
the burning brands that were driven upon her 
by the wind, but by prompt application of water 
she was each time saved.

NEWS FROM EUROPE. 

The last arrival from Europe beings some 
things of hopeful interest from France. The 
stupid folly of Bonaparte has given groat ad¬ 
vantage to the friends of the Republic. 

The speech of President Bonaparte at Dejon, 
when received m Paris correctly reported, turn¬ 
ed out to be a speech of a most violent charac¬ 
ter against the Chamber. The excitement was 
very great, but the applause of Bouapartista did 
not deceive the French Ministry. They insist¬ 
ed at onee that the President’s speech should be 
suppressed, and the version given by the Moni- 
teur was agreed upon, and telegraphed to Paris, 
where, even with the chief stings taken out, it 
! made a prodigious sensation. 

On Tuesday, 3d inst., the Bureaus of the As- 
sembly met to choose their Presidents, &c., &e. 

I ho Bonapartists were all excluded to a man 
Great excitement prevailed in the Assembly 
upon the first motion which was to pension cer¬ 
tain soldiers of the line, involving a principle 
effecting the Republic. The Left opposed the 
motion, and it was rejected by 306 to 295. 

This is the first blow of the Assembly ; but 
during the debate a much more important inci¬ 
dent occurred. Gen. Chan gamier took an op¬ 
portunity of speaking on the question, and ad¬ 
vancing to the Tribune, shook hands ostenta¬ 
tiously with M. Leon Faucher and M.l Bullet 
the two Ministers. The Gen. then in a few 
words, spoken amidst profound attention, said, 
no man could induce the army to act against ■ 
the laws of the country and change the Gov¬ 
ernment. What pretext was there for enthusi- | 


SLAVE CASE AT CHICAGO. 

On the 6th Commissioner Meeker gnve his 
decision in the case of Moses Johnson, arrested 
ns a fugitive slave, and which had occupied the 
court and the city for several daya. The follow- 
lug were the material points decided •— 

1. •• That the record was invalid, bwause the 
testimony of the witnesses was not set out 
therein ; the commissioner stating that, in his 
opinion, it was the intention of congress to au¬ 
thorise the judges of the state courts merely to 
make o record in the nature of a deposition, and 
n0 ‘ “‘be nature f » judicial proceeding. 

2. Thutit was but, because it did not show 
on its lace that at the time it was made the ne¬ 
gro man therein described owed service and la¬ 
bor ; that although it was stated that he escap- 
ed on the 4th of July 1850, yet non constat, but 
that ho might have returned before the making 
of the record, and mean-while been brought by 
lus master to this state. In the commissioner’s 
opinion, the record should absolutely negative 
any possibility of such construction. 

3. That the negro in court did not answer to 
| the one described m the record and writ, the 

first being a black man five feet five inches high, 
and the inscription in the record being that of a 
copper colored man five foet eight inches high. 

If a certificate were to be granted by him the 
description would have to correspond with the 
onem the record, and in the commissioner’s 
opinion, if the prisoner were to be taken on ha¬ 
beas corpus hefore a judge, he would be dis- 
charged, on view of not being the same person.” 

When the decision was announced the multi¬ 
tude shouted. Johnson was passed out of the 
court room and down the steps to his friends 
below, who hurried off rapidly to a place of 
safety, fearing an attempt to arrest him again

—It is stated that 
the friends of Louis Napoleon have determined 
upon printing his speech at Dejon, thinking that 
the official modification has injured him in the 
public opinion. 

Eighty-nine Hungarian officers and soldiers, 
including Gen. Messario, arrived yesterdav at 
Southampton from Constantinople.

B -‘Liter retiring from the office, he settled up- 
s on 8 farm “ Windsor, where he resided about 
t eighteen years, and represented that town two 
years in the State Legislature — thence he re- 
' moved to Dresden, his last place of residence, 

, that he might be nearer his native town, and 
oftener with his children, his brother, and the 
■ friends of his earlier days. 

In the year 1816, his attention was seriously 
drawn to the consideration of his duty to his 
Heavenly Father; and feeling deeply sensible 
of the importance of regulating his future life 
more in conformity with His commandments, 
lie publicly signified his resolution so to do by 
submitting to the holy ordinance of Baptism, 
and becoming a member of the Calvinist Bap¬ 
tist Church—and in that relation he continued 
about twenty-six years, until the year 183S, 
when he was led to examine the doctrines of 
the New Church, as explained in the writings 
of Emanuel Swedenborg. He became affection¬ 
ately interested in them, and in the year 1839 
signified his belief in them by uniting with the 
Bath Society of the New Church. To the hour 
of his decease he continued a member of the 
New Church—expressing in the most emphatic 
language, his belief in its doctrines as truths 
revealed by the Lord Jesus Christ, his only God 
and Saviour, and that he should experience 
their realities in an immediate and more perfect 
resurrection. He lived an exemplary Christ¬ 
ian life—filling all his relations to the church 
and society wherever he went, with general 
confidence and approbation—he was a father to 
| the fatherless, and the widow’s guide and coun¬ 
sellor. His house was always the welcome 
abode of aft who professed to love the Lord and 
keep His commandments — his hand was ever 
open to the poor and needy, and the stranger 
was never sent away empty.
